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Aruba’s tourism is looming at 
levels above previous indicators

ORANJESTAD - At Mon¬ 
day’s weekly ministerial press 
conference, Minister of 
Tourism, Otmar Oduber fo¬ 
cused on the tourism develop¬ 
ments on Aruba. According to 
Oduber, during the first four 
months we have seen a 5.4% 
increase in the total amount of 
visitors to our island. This, he 
said is more than what we had 
envisioned for 2011. We had 
envisioned a 3% increase for 
the year. 

Oduber informed that our 
tourism is not measured solely 
on the number of visitors, but 
it must also be a reflection of 
what the visitor spends on the 
island and what it represents 
for our hotels who are our prin¬ 
cipal partners and major em¬ 
ployers. 

In the hotel sector there has 
also been an increase. There’s 
an almost 6% increase and 
more than 6% increase in the 
first 4 months of the ADR (av¬ 
erage daily room rate) and in 
the RevPar (revenue per avail¬ 
able room). These results take 


us back to 2008, which was 
Aruba’s best year before the 
global financial crisis. This in¬ 
dicates that we have surpassed 
our benchmark of 5%. The 
Minister has high hopes that 
this trend will continue. 

Despite the positive figures, 
we have our challenges, ac¬ 
cording to Oduber. A tourism 
policy paper on airlift and the 
tourism product is in its final 
stages in the Minister’s office, 
which will soon be completed 
and presented to Parliament, 
which will become the plan on 
which ATA will base its mar¬ 
keting. 

Regarding the challenges, 
Oduber indicated that we need 
not only create demand for 
Aruba, but we must also have 
the necessary inventory, the 
rooms for the various markets. 
We must have the necessary 
airlift, airline seats to reach the 
destination; and to ensure that 
our product is one of top qua¬ 
lity. 

With respect to comparing 
Aruba with other destinations, 


such as Curagao, the Domini¬ 
can Republic, Jamaica or Bar¬ 
bados, Oduber said that we 
cannot compare ourselves with 
these destinations as our com¬ 
petitors. Aruba is not intent on 
filling hotel rooms at 95% oc¬ 
cupancy for 80 and 90 dollars 
offering cheap packages. 
Aruba has grown and has re¬ 
turned to the appropriate stan¬ 
dard of hotel rates. This is an 
evidence of the kind of leader¬ 
ship we have practiced which 
has led us back to that level. 
We have no intention of get¬ 
ting into the war of our com¬ 
petitors in the pursuit of 
tourists of lower quality. 

The minister emphasized 
that there is no intention of in¬ 
creasing the amount of rooms, 
which will be reflected in the 
policy paper with respect to the 
moratorium on hotel rooms. 

The policy paper will outline 
where we want to go with our 
tourism. Oduber cited that one 
aspect to be expected from the 
policy paper is that we are in¬ 
tent on choosing for the so- 
called boutique hotels, 
although we have yet to decide 
which niche markets we want 
to explore. Boutique hotels 
will also have to be defined for 
us as there are so-called bou¬ 
tique hotels with 2 thousand 
rooms charging 70 dollars per 
night, while there are other 
boutique hotels with 40 rooms 
charging 400 dollars per night! 

In the ensuing days we will 
provide more important infor¬ 
mation along these lines. Min¬ 
ister Oduber concluded his 
remarks with...’’Aruba has to 
keep two steps ahead at all 
times and be the trend setter 
for our region.” 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AFP) - 
The eruption of Iceland's 
Grimsvoetn volcano has tailed 
off and its ash plume has al¬ 
most disappeared, experts and 
officials said yesterday, refus¬ 
ing though to declare the 
flight-disrupting incident 
closed. 

"The plume is very low, a 
couple of hundred meters," or 
600-700 feet, Urdur Gunnars- 
dottir, a spokeswoman for the 
civil crisis management 
agency told AFP after a mid¬ 
day (1200 GMT) update. 

The remaining plume ap¬ 
peared mainly to comprise 
steam, not ash, she said. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — As expected, there 
are high concentrations of ash 
in northern areas of Dutch 
airspace yesterday, but flights 
to and from Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol airport were not 
disrupted. 


"It's much reduced, but 
there is still... danger of occa¬ 
sional explosions or a puff 
coming up," she said, adding: 
"I don't think we want to pro¬ 
nounce it dead until it's dead." 

Iceland's most active vol¬ 
cano, located at the heart of its 
biggest glacier, Vatnajoekull, 
in the southeast, began erupt¬ 
ing Saturday, spewing a col¬ 
umn of smoke and ash as high 
as 20 kilometres (12 miles) 
into the air. 

Icelandic authorities have 
stressed that a low-level erup¬ 
tion could continue for weeks 
and on Wednesday urged peo¬ 
ple to stay at a safe distance. 


Iceland’s Grimsvotn vol¬ 
cano, which caused the ash 
cloud, stopped being active 
around 4am yesterday. Ice¬ 
landic meteorologists say the 
ash has almost completely 
disappeared from the skies 
around Iceland.

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Belgium to ban the 
burqa soon 


Niqab Burqa 



BRUSSELS, Belgium 
(AFP) - Belgium will soon 
become the second country 
in Europe to ban the burqa 
in public places, after the 
parliament approved legis¬ 
lation forbidding full veils, 
the bill's author said 
Wednesday. 

The legislation quietly 
cleared the Senate last week 
after it was overwhelmingly 
approved by the lower 
chamber of deputies last 
month, when only one 
Green lawmaker voted 
against it and two abstained. 

The new law will take ef¬ 
fect 10 days after it is pub¬ 
lished in Belgium's official 
journal, in around one 
month. France became the 
first European country to 
ban the burqa on April 11. 

The Belgian legislation, 
drafted by liberal lawmaker 
Daniel Bacquelaine, bans 
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all clothing that hides the 
face. 

"It is a law that takes into 
account a fundamental prin- 


CARACAS, Venezuela - 
Venezuela's government con¬ 
demned on Tuesday what it 
called "imperial" sanctions 
imposed by Washington on 
the South American nation's 
state oil company PDVSA. 

"Sanctions against Boli¬ 
var's Fatherland? Imposed by 
the gringo imperialist gov¬ 
ernment?" President Hugo 
Chavez said via his Twitter 
account, referring to the 
OPEC member nation's inde¬ 
pendence hero Simon Boli¬ 
var. 

"Welcome, Mr. Obama! 
Don't forget we are Bolivar's 
children!" 

A government statement 
echoed that language and 
condemned the sanctions but 
said Venezuela was still con¬ 
sidering precisely what op¬ 
tions it would take in 
response to the measure over 
the nation's ties with Iran. 

"It's unacceptable," 
Venezuelan Foreign Minister 
Nicolas Maduro told a news 
conference.

The sanctions on PDVSA 
bar it from access to U.S.

Their impact is likely to 
be modest, analysts say, as 
they do not affect the com¬ 
pany's sale of oil to the 
United States and other 
global markets, or the activi¬ 
ties of its U.S.-based CITGO 
subsidiary.

Suriname's

Elected president in July 
2010 by his country's parlia¬ 
ment, Bouterse came to power 
in a coup and ruled the former 
Dutch colony from 1980- 
1987. In 1991 he led another 
coup and briefly returned to 
power. 

Bouterse remains on trial 
for the summary executions 
of 13 civilians and two mili¬ 
tary officials in December 
1982. His trial is set to resume 
on June 8. 

If convicted, Bouterse 
could face up to 20 years in 
prison. 

He was sentenced in ab¬ 
sentia to 11 years in jail in 
1999 by the Dutch courts for 
smuggling 400 kilograms 
(880 pounds) of cocaine.

In Aruba too: women in our advertisements!

The practice of using female 
models in advertisement 
began in the early fifties, the 
days of alcohol advertise¬ 
ments and in the advertise¬ 
ments of adult enter¬ 
tainment. Soon after the idea 
caught on and many other 
product makers began using 
women in their advertise¬ 
ments. Today, the practice is 
almost a given that a woman 
should promote any given 
product. As a matter of fact, 
if you pay close attention, you 
will agree with me that using 
women in advertisements is 
now being exaggerated. 

It seems that advertisers 
have run out of creative ways 
to advertise, and that they can’t 
think of anything else but a 
beautiful model to promote all 
of their products. Women are 
being used today to sell practi¬ 
cally anything and everything; 
from men’s watches to shaving 
creams to underarm lotions to 
cigars to cars, etc. Most of the 
ads with women truly seem so 
unnecessary. 

I agree with the so-called 
women right activists that 
women are being projected as 
merely objects by such adver¬ 
tisements. One thing is sure; 
these ads featuring beautiful 


women are influencing con¬ 
sumers of all ages. Advertisers 
know the power of a beautiful 
model to the eyes of its view¬ 
ers; both male and female 
eyes, mind you! ....First, you 
see a beautiful model posing in 
a seductive way followed by 
the introduction of the product 
or service of the company. 
Then, her beauty draws the 
customer’s attention and gets 
him/her interested, so the com¬ 
pany doesn’t have to do much 
more to motivate the customer 
to consider a purchase. 

What surprises me is that it 
would appear as though adver¬ 
tisers are oblivious of the 
drawbacks in using women in 
some advertisements. For ex¬ 
ample, it is totally irrelevant to 
feature a female model or an 


actress in an ad promot¬ 
ing men products. A 
good example of this is 
an ad I see on TV from 
time to time showing a 
woman in an Axe De¬ 
odorant commercial. An 
other ad of this sort is 
one where they show a 
beautiful woman in the 
foreground of a luxury 
car and men looking at 
the “car” with longing 
eyes, but it turns out 
they were reaching instead for 
the woman when she rides off 
with the car. I see another real 
drawback here. Due to the 
heavy concentration on the fe¬ 
male model, the attention de¬ 
served by the product is 
practically lost. The main 
focus of the advertisement is 
totally lost. When I first saw 
that ad, I asked myself, what 
were they actually promoting, 
the woman or the car? 

What should concern us is 
that Aruba has jumped on the 
bandwagon and is also using 
more and more female models 
for its advertisements. This, 
obviously, is a freedom we all 
have and do respect.

Mexican women's biker club revs 
up to aid drug city 



CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AFP) - Riding pink motor¬ 
bikes, the female ’’Warriors” 
club races through the streets 
of Ciudad Juarez on a mis¬ 
sion to help the poorest resi¬ 
dents of Mexico’s most 
deadly city. 

By day, they are police of¬ 
ficers, factory workers or 
housewives, but on Sundays 
the team of 10 women don 
black leathers, rev up their 
bikes and distribute food and 
medicine across the city 
shaken by violence and 
crime. 

In recent years, economic 
and social tensions have 
worsened in the notorious 
city, across the border from 
El Paso, Texas. Empty 
houses, closed businesses and 
military patrols are now part 
of the landscape. 

’’During the week, we 
look out for people who 
might need help: single 
mothers or elderly people liv¬ 
ing alone. At the weekend, 
we do their shopping for 
them,” said Lorenia Grana¬ 
dos, president of the ”Guer- 
reras,” or ’’Warriors.” 

’’When we created our 
club, we wanted to do some¬ 
thing different. We didn’t 
want to get together and sim¬ 
ply drink, like other bikers 
do. And we came up with this 
idea of helping people,” 
Granados told AFP. 

At the heart of the coun¬ 
try’s relentless drug violence, 
more than 8,100 people have 
died in suspected drug-re¬ 
lated attacks in Ciudad Juarez 
since 2008. 

Some 100,000 workers in 
low-cost factories known as 


’’maquiladoras” lost their jobs 
during the economic crisis, 
and around 150,000 families 
in the city of some 1.3 mil¬ 
lion could not afford basics 
such as food and medicine in 
2010, according to the Soli¬ 
darity Ministry. 

The federal government 
launched a 3.3 billion peso 
(300 million dollar) plan 
called Todos Somos Juarez 
(We’re All Juarez) over a year 
ago, aiming to reduce the 
city’s social problems, but the 
situation has barely im¬ 
proved. 

And private initiatives, 
such as the Guerreras set up 
two years ago, are rare. 

The club has targeted sin¬ 
gle mothers because of their 
extreme vulnerability. 

’’The men leave home due 
to the violence or unemploy¬ 
ment and leave the women 
alone, at home, with their 
children. They don't even 
know where to seek help,” 
Granados said. 

The Guerreras fill up their 
shopping carts with basic 
items like pasta, salt and dia¬ 
pers, spending between 120 
and 160 pesos (10 and 15 
dollars) from their own pock¬ 
ets, as they try to attract pri¬ 
vate donations. 

The supplies are a wel¬ 
come gift for Cecilia Carillo 
de Santiago, who lives with 
her six children and a skinny 
dog in one room which 
serves as a bedroom and 
kitchen in a dusty, quiet 
neighborhood. 

Since finishing a contract 
with the Red Cross, she has 
been looking for another job 
for the past six months. 


Carillo apologized for the 
stifling heat, pointing to a pan 
of peas boiling on the stove. 
"That’s all that’s left for din¬ 
ner. You've come at a really 
good time," she said to one of 
the Guerreras, smiling 
broadly. 

Isabel Lucero, a co¬ 
founder of the motorbike 
club, said it was an obvious 
choice to help some of the 
desperate people in Ciudad 
Juarez. 

"Giving to someone in 
need helps your personal de¬ 
velopment and sets an exam¬ 
ple for children. I hope that 
one day these children will 
become good people, who 
will help others.” 

Local media call the 
women "female Robin 
Hoods”, but they just see 
themselves as a different kind 
of motorbike club. 

”We try to bring a bit of 
joy to those who have noth¬ 
ing. We want to bring some 
good news to Ciudad Juarez,” 
Lucero said.

Oduber expressed his inter¬ 
est in a balance in the protec¬ 
tion of our marine life while at 
the same time being able to 
offer a quality product to our 
tourism market. The Minister 
is intent on Aruba having a so- 
called Marine Park, one that is 
well organized with a beach 
and a well managed park area. 
This, Oduber claims should 
offer benefits for nature as well 
as for our tourism economy. It 
is in this vein that Oduber be¬ 
lieves that studies such as Ad- 
jelien’s can be an important 
instrument towards making the 


right decision for such a Park. 

The need to protect our ma¬ 
rine resources and the control 
of the Marine Park by Park 
Rangers is a matter Adjelien 
considers to be very important. 
Adjelien’s research indicates 
that the Conch population, al¬ 
though relatively stable, is 
fragile and should never lose 
its legal protection status. 

This week Santa Rosa will 
host a presentation of Ad¬ 
jelien’s research at the Santa 
Rosa offices in Piedra Plat, 
where the public can learn 
more about this and of other 
research that LVV has con¬ 
ducted. This presentation will 
be tonight at 7:25 p.m at Santa 
Rosa in Piedra Plat.

US astronaut grapples with 'tears in space' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US astronaut Drew Feustel 
learned a valuable lesson 
about being teary-eyed on a 
spacewalk, NASA said 
Wednesday after the Endeav¬ 
our crew's third jaunt outside 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion. 

"Tears in space don’t run 


down your face," he said, ac¬ 
cording to lead spacewalk of¬ 
ficer Allison Bollinger who 
described the problem 
Feustel encountered when 
out on the spacewalk with as¬ 
tronaut Mike Fincke. 

"They actually kind of 
conglomerate around your 
eyeball," Bollinger re¬ 


counted. 

The problem occurred 
after stepping out to work on 
repairs to the Russian side of 
the station, as Feustel discov¬ 
ered some of the anti-fog so¬ 
lution he had buffed on to the 
interior of his helmet was 
flaking off. 

"We have seen this happen 
a couple of times in the past 
where if you are not careful 
about buffing the anti-fog just 
the right amount, that it can 
tend to flake off every once in 
a while and get in the crew 
member's eye," said Bollinger. 

"The anti-fog is just off- 
the-shelf dishwashing soap. 
So if you have ever had soap 
in your eye, you know how 
that feels." 

Feustel, who has com¬ 
pleted several spacewalks 
since becoming an astronaut 
in 2000, was able to wiggle 
down far enough in his 
spacesuit to make use of a 
spongy device called a Val¬ 
salva that is typically used to 
block the nose in case a pres¬ 
sure readjustment is needed. 

"He was able to rub his 
eye against the Valsalva de¬ 
vice to get the tear free," 
Bollinger said.

Indonesia's technology 
black market here to stay 


JAKARTA (AFP) - Research 
in Motion's (RIM) PlayBook 
tablet is due to launch in In¬ 
donesia in August, news that 
should have set the country's 
legions of BlackBerry fans 
alight with anticipation. 

Instead the announcement 
was met with an indifferent 
shrug — PlayBooks have 
been available on the coun¬ 
try's thriving technology 
black market for weeks. 

Vicky, a vendor at Mall 
Ambassador in Jakarta, a 
bustling hub for all things 
electronic, had stocks of the 
PlayBook in April, even 
ahead of the product's global 
launch in New York. 

"I'm not sure exactly where 
these are from. They come 
here on boats. We usually get 
stuff like this from Mexico or 
the US," she told AFP. 

Analysts say the black 
market costs the government 
millions of dollars in unpaid 
consumption taxes, but it is 
happy to turn a blind eye to 
the illegal trade because 
telecommunications generate 
so much money in other ways. 

"All those satellites and 
antennas you see on top of 
buildings, they are funded by 
the private sector. So the gov¬ 
ernment is now sitting pretty 


collecting bandwidth mo¬ 
ney," said Debnath Guharoy 
of Roy Morgan market re¬ 
search. 

"They are issuing licences 
worth millions of dollars 
which costs them nothing, re¬ 
ally. I don't think the black 
market is going away." 

Capitalising on Indonesian 
technophiles who just cannot 
wait until August, Vicky 
jacked up the PlayBook's re¬ 
tail price to 9.75 million ru¬ 
piah ($975) compared to 
$699 for the most expensive 
version in the United States. 

But come August, Play- 
Books will be selling at 
slashed prices alongside cut- 
rate smartphones, netbooks 
and cameras. 

Suhanda Wijaya, of the In¬ 
donesian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry, said it 
was impossible to control 
shipments of illegal products 
into a huge country of 17,000 
islands. 

It can be impossible to tell 
the difference between a 
smuggled product and an au¬ 
thorised one. The difference is 
only in the warranty card. An 
authorised product will have 
a manufacturer's warranty, 
while a smuggled one will 
have a distributor's warranty.

Neurologists from US, Italy, 
Mexico win top Spanish prize 



MADRID, Spain (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists from the United States, 
Italy and Mexico, were on 
Wednesday awarded Spain's 
prestigious Prince of Asturias 
prize for their research into 
brain-related disorders. 

Joseph Altman, Arturo Al- 
varez-Buylla and Giacomo 
Rizzolatti were named joint 
winners of the Prince of As¬ 
turias Prize for Technical and 
Scientific Research. 

"These three scientists are 
considered worldwide leaders 
in neurology for having pro¬ 
vided solid proof of the regen¬ 
eration of neurons in adult 
brains (neurogenesis) and for 
the discovery of what are 
known as mirror neurons," the 
Prince of Asturias said in a

statement. 

"Their research has opened 
up promising pathways to a 
new generation of treatments 
to fight neurodegenerative and 
brain-related disorders such as 
Alzheimer’s disease, Parkin¬ 
son’s disease or Autism." 

While a researcher at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Altman "discov¬ 
ered neurogenesis in adult 
mammals in the 1960’s, sug¬ 
gesting that these new neurons 
play a crucial role in the 
processes of memory and 
learning." 

The Asturias foundation 
annually hands out eight 
awards, each worth 50,000 


euros ($70,000) in the fields 
of communication and hu¬ 
manities, scientific and techni¬ 
cal research, social science, 
arts, letters, international co¬ 
operation, understanding and 
sport. 

Named after Crown Prince 
Felipe, the awards are pre¬ 
sented in the northern Spanish 
city of Oviedo, capital of the 
northern Asturias region, in a 
glittering ceremony broadcast 
live on Spanish television. 

Last year's science prize 
went to David Julius and 
Linda Watkins from the 
United States and Baruch 
Minke from Israel for research 
into pain relief.

Study Finds Aspirin 
Still Best at Preventing 
2nd Stroke 


— A new drug that had shown 
promise in animal testing is not 
better than aspirin in preventing 
a second stoke in someone 
who's already had one, a new 
study has found. 

In fact, researchers stopped 
the study early because the 
drug, terutroban, showed no 
extra benefit. 

Previous research in animals 
had suggested that the drug was 
as effective as aspirin at pre¬ 
venting blood clots, and scien¬ 
tists had wondered whether it 
might have other positive ef¬ 
fects on the human cardiovas¬ 
cular system. 

The new study, by Dr. 
Marie-Germaine Bousser, of 
the Lariboisiere Hospital in 
Paris and her colleagues, com¬ 
pared the dmg to aspirin in peo¬ 
ple who'd had an ischemic 
stroke, the type of stroke caused 


by a blocked artery. Of the 
more than 19,000 participants, 
roughly half were assigned to 
take terutroban, and the others 
took aspirin. 

When tracked, on average, 
for the next 28 months, people 
who took terutroban fared no 
better than those on aspirin, the 
study found. 

"In a worldwide perspective, 
aspirin remains the gold stan¬ 
dard antiplatelet drug for sec¬ 
ondary stroke prevention, in 
view of its efficacy, tolerance 
and cost," the researchers 
wrote. 

But in a commentary, re¬ 
searchers from Chang Gung 
University College of Medicine 
in Taiwan and the University of 
California, San Diego, wrote 
that there's still more to learn 
about whether terutroban could 
help people who have had a 
second stroke while on aspirin.

The making of Anne Frank statue is a true labor of love 



As was previously an¬ 
nounced by Fundacion RE- 
SPETA BID A... .semper 
corda, which translated from 
Papiamento to the RESPECT 
LIFE... .always remember 
Foundation, Aruba will soon 
have its very own statue to 
commemorate the life of 
Anne Frank, in the heart of 
the Wilhelmina Park. 

As its first major project, 
the foundation commissioned 
Dutch artist Joep Coppens, 


who specializes in bronze 
works, to create the Anne 
Frank statue. The foundation 
chose Anne Frank as a com¬ 
memorative symbol to always 
remember that a holocaust 
can happen again, if a com¬ 
munity does not know how to 
co-exist peacefully. 

The statue was made in 
Vlierden, a small town in the 
Netherlands, where the artist 
has his studio. The making of 
the statue took several 
months, as it 
consisted of 
seven main 
steps. The 
process used 
by Coppens to 
make bronze 


sculptures and statues today 
is the same one that was used 
in ancient times. Coppens 
worked off a smaller model, 
which shows Anne Frank 
barefoot and standing tall, 
with her hands bound and her 
head leaning back, looking 
towards the sky. He first had 
to make a positive statue, 
from which he could make 
negative molds of the head, 
torso and various ligaments. 
From these molds he was 
able to make hollow wax 
replicas, which were then 
covered in several layers of a 
ceramic shell and baked. 
Once ready, molten bronze 
heated to 2200 degrees was 
poured into the shells and al¬ 


lowed to cool. When the 
individual bronze pieces 
were ready, they were 
welded together to form 
the statue of Anne 
Frank. 

The statue will be un¬ 
veiled at sunset on June 
12th, the anniversary of 
Anne Frank’s birthday. 
Coppens will be on 
hand to help with the 
unveiling. The entire 
community is also in¬ 
vited to come and par¬ 
ticipate in the ceremony.

Twitter buys TweetDeck, 
Oil prices rally in late trade and vows continued 


NEW YORK,(AFP) - Oil 
prices pushed higher Wednes¬ 
day for the second straight 
day, topping the $101 level 
helped by forecasts of sharply 
rising prices from two US in¬ 
vestment banks. 

On the New York's Nymex 
futures exchange, the bench¬ 
mark contract for West Texas 
Intermediate crude for July 


delivery closed at $101.73 a 
barrel, $1.73 higher than 
Tuesday. 

In London Brent North Sea 
crude for July jumped $2.40 
to settle at $114.93 a barrel, 
after falling slightly in early 
deals. 

The rally came a day after 
Goldman Sachs and Morgan 
Stanley raised their 2012 fore¬ 


EU raises 4.75 billion 
euros for Portugal 





Lisboa, Portugal 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- The European Union raised 
4.75 billion euros ($6.7 bil¬ 
lion) for Portugal on Wednes¬ 
day in a new bond issue, as 
part of a 78-billion-euro 
bailout for Lisbon. 

The funds will be deliv¬ 
ered to Portugal on June 1, 
the European Commission 
said, the day after a first bond 
issue raised 1.75 billion euros 
for Lisbon and another 3.0 
billion euros for Ireland, an¬ 
other bailed out eurozone na¬ 
tion. 

The loans, coupled with 
IMF aid, will "provide a com¬ 
fortable liquidity situation in 
those member states in line 
with the country programme 
objectives," the EU's excutive 


arm said in a statement. 

Ireland and Portugal 
have committed to cutting 
their public deficits in ex¬ 
change for huge bailouts 
they were granted after they 
were sucked into a relent¬ 
less debt crisis that has 
rocked the eurozone for the 
past year. 

The 27-nation EU and 
the 17-state eurozone bloc 
said last week that they 
would raise 15.3 billion euros 
for the two nations by July 15 
with a series of bond issues 
through financial rescue 
mechanisms. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion is raising funds on behalf 
of EU states, which are back¬ 
ing one-third of the 67.5 bil¬ 
lion euro Irish rescue that was 
agreed in December, and the 
Portuguese bailout that was 
approved this month. 

Eurozone states are pro¬ 
viding another third through 
the European Financial Sta¬ 
bility Facility, which was cre¬ 
ated last year to prop up 
economies in trouble after a 
huge bailout for Greece. The 
IMF provides the remaining 
funds.

The price rises came de¬ 
spite a surprising 600,000- 
barrel increase in US crude oil 
stockpiles in the week to May 
20, confounding analyst ex¬ 
pectations of a fall. 

Last week also saw US 
gasoline inventories jump by 
a huge 3.8 million barrels in 
contrast to predictions of a 
drop. 

Gasoline figures are being 
closely watched ahead of the 
peak-demand driving season 
in the United States starting 
next week, when many Amer¬ 
icans begin hitting the road for 
their summer holidays. 

Some analysts think higher 
prices have forced consumers 
to cut their fuel use. 

Natixis analyst Nic Brown 
pointed out that it was the 
fourth week in a row of weak 
US demand for oil products - 
with demand off four percent 
from a year earlier. 

"Volatility remains high 
and sentiment is constantly 
shifting," said Michael Fitz¬ 
patrick of the Kilduff Report.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Twitter announced Wednes¬ 
day that it had bought Tweet- 
Deck and pledged to continue 
to invest in the popular appli¬ 
cation for using the micro¬ 
blogging service. 

"We're pleased to an¬ 
nounce that the TweetDeck 
team has joined Twitter," 
Twitter chief executive Dick 
Costolo said in a blog post. 

San Francisco-based Twit¬ 
ter did not disclose the finan¬ 
cial details of the acquisition, 
but various reports in technol¬ 
ogy blogs have put the pur¬ 
chase price for the 
London-based TweetDeck at 
around $40 million. 

"TweetDeck is a great ex¬ 
ample of a third-party devel¬ 
oper that designed tools for 


the incredibly important audi¬ 
ence of Twitter power-users 
and, in turn, created value for 
the network as a whole," Cos¬ 
tolo said. 

"This acquisition is an im¬ 
portant step forward for us," 
he said. "TweetDeck provides 
brands, publishers, marketers 
and others with a powerful 
platform to track all the real¬ 
time conversations they care 
about. 

"In order to support this 
important constituency, we 
will continue to invest in the 
TweetDeck that users know 
and love," Costolo said. 

TweetDeck, which was 
founded in 2008 by Iain 
Dodsworth, is a favorite of 
heavy users of Twitter, allow¬ 
ing them to view "tweets" in 
various different ways and to 
organize their messages into 
columns - features which are 
not offered on Twitter's own 
website. 

Dodsworth, in a blog post, 
said his 15-member team will 
continue to work out of Lon¬ 
don. 


Shell chief holds Arctic talks 
in Russia 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia's 
energy czar Igor Sechin met 
Wednesday with Shell chief 
executive Peter Voser as the 
Anglo-Dutch firm tried to 
muscle in on an Arctic oil de¬ 
velopment project that was 
held until this month by BP. 

The Russian government 
website said the meeting fo¬ 
cused on Shell's current proj¬ 
ects off Sakhalin Island in the 
far east and the potential de¬ 
velopment of northern oil 
fields held by state-held oil 
giant Rosneft. 

Rosneft last week broke off 
a $16 billion (11.5 billion 
euros) share swap agreement 
with BP that included a joint 
Arctic development project 
involving the British firm's 
Russian joint venture. 

But Rosneft refused to 
work with the half-Russian 
firm and both companies 


failed in their bid to buy out 
BP's local partners. 

Rosneft has since said it 
was ready to work with BP 
again but also admitted exam¬ 
ining other Arctic exploration 
offers. 

The government said the 
meeting included Rosneft 
President Eduard Khudaina- 
tov and also Russia's deputy 
energy ministry. 

But Sechin's attendance 
was key because the powerful 
minister and close ally of 
Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin was also instrumental in 
orchestrating the BP accord. 

Sechin served as Rosneft's 
chairman until this year and 
some economists said he 
viewed the BP agreement as a 
crowning achievement that 
would finally see Russia ful¬ 
fill its global oil potential. 

But Sechin said last week 


he did not view the deal's col¬ 
lapse as a personal setback 
and was now willing to take a 
few weeks to examine the 
government's options. 

BP's role in those is uncer¬ 
tain despite the British firm's 
standing offer to seek some 
sort of compromise.

the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit.

After 25 years, TV megastar Oprah cedes stage

CHICAGO (AFP) - Talk 
show queen Oprah Winfrey 
bade farewell to her trailblaz- 
ing television program 
Wednesday, ending 25 years 
of intimate star confessions 
and telling loyal fans they had 
been the love of her life. 

In a program taped one day 
earlier at Oprah's Harpo Stu¬ 
dios in Chicago, Winfrey took 
to the stage and, in what had 
become almost a mantra over 
a quarter-century, urged her 
audience to follow their 
dreams. 

"Each one of you has your 
own platform," Winfrey said 
in the show being broadcast 
across millions of US homes. 
"Yours is wherever you are. 
That is your platform, your 


circle of influence, your talk 
show." 

She said if she had one re¬ 
gret it was that she had not 
been able to focus more atten¬ 
tion on the issue of the sexual 
abuse of children. 

"People ask if I have re¬ 
grets," she said. "I have none 
really about the show, but the 
one thing I feel I was not able 
to bring attention to even 
though I tried in 217 shows 
was the sexual molestation 
and rape of children. Worse 
now with the Internet than 
when I first spoke of it in No¬ 
vember 1986." 

Breaking down many 
taboos, Winfrey has herself 
talked openly about being 
abused as a child, after being 


born into a life of poverty in 
Mississippi. 

There was a single chair 
onstage, but the daytime-TV 
doyenne, credited with en¬ 
couraging Americans to 
openly discuss their deepest 
hopes and fears, stood alone 
and center-stage for most of 
the hour-long broadcast. 

In a program featuring a 
collage of past highlights, 
Winfrey occasionally poked 
fun at her long-gone outfits 
and accessories. But most of 
her remarks focused on what 
she called her "journey." 

"I listened and grew," she 
said. "I always wanted to be a 
teacher and this is the world's 
biggest classroom." 

"I hope what you will take 
from this show is to live from 
the heart of yourself," she 
said, as her longtime partner 
Stedman Graham watched 
from the audience accompa¬ 
nied by her fourth-grade 
teacher Mrs Duncan. 

"You have to make a living, 
I understand that, but you also 
have to understand what 
sparks the life of you. So you 
in your own way can illumi¬ 
nate the world." 

Winfrey, 57, is one of a se¬ 
lect group of celebrities 


crowned an entertain¬ 
ment deity in the 
United States. 

She made the tran¬ 
sition from local tele¬ 
vision show host to 
national syndication in 
1986 as the antithesis 
of what a TV talk 
show host was sup¬ 
posed to look like. 

An overweight, 
emotive African- 

American woman, 
rather than the usual 
hard-driving, white 
male television host, 
she seemed an un¬ 
likely candidate for 
US superstardom. 

But her unusual | 
blend of self-help and the Queen of TV talk shows bid her 
celebrity confessions final farewell to her audience 
became wildly popular 



with middle America, and 
Winfrey ultimately became 
one of the most successful 
celebrities in US and global 
entertainment. 

As the show drew to a 
close, Winfrey became emo¬ 
tional, a few tears escaping as 
she looked back on what she 
would call her "life's journey." 

"I am truly amazed that I 
who started out in rural Mis¬ 
sissippi in 1954 when the vi¬ 


sion for a black girl was lim¬ 
ited to being either a maid or a 
teacher in a segregated school 
could end up here," she said. 

And she hailed what she 
called "the genuine kindness, 
affection, trust and validation 
from millions of you all over 
the world. From you whose 
names I will never know I 
learned what love is. You and 
this show have been the great 
love of my life."

PARIS,France (AFP) - 
Novak Djokovic took his 
winning streak to 41 matches 
and set up a blockbuster 
French Open third-round 
clash with giant Argentine 
dangerman Juan Martin del 
Potro on Wednesday. 

Second seed Djokovic, 
who is tipped to relieve five¬ 
time champion Rafael Nadal 
of his Roland Garros title 
and top ranking, was leading 
Victor Hanescu 6-4, 6-1, 2-3 
when the Romanian quit 
their second-round tie with a 
leg injury. 

"Juan Martin's a great 
guy. We have a really 
friendly relationship off the 
court, and we'll still stay 
friends. But we're both pro¬ 
fessional. We want to win on 
the court," said Djokovic. 

The Australian Open 
champion, who has also won 
all four Masters titles in 
2011, now stands five wins 
away from equalling 
Guillermo Vilas's record for 
a winning streak. 

He is also only three away 
from John McEnroe's 1984 
record for an undefeated start 
to a season. 

Argentine 25th seed Del 
Potro, the former US Open 
champion and a 2009 semi¬ 
finalist in Paris, made the last 
32 with a 6-3, 6-2, 6-4 win 
over Slovenia’s Blaz Kavcic. 

Del Potro missed last 
year's Roland Garros to re¬ 
cover from wrist surgery and 
was almost forced out of this 
edition because of a hip in¬ 
jury. 

The former world number 
four's ranking slipped to 485 
during his time off tour, but 
he has been in fine form in 
2011, winning tournaments 
at Delray Beach and Estoril. 

Roger Federer, for one, 
was looking forward to the 
Djokovic-Del Potro clash, 
even if the Serb has won all 
of their three previous meet¬ 
ings without dropping a set. 

"If Juan Martin hadn't 


been injured with his wrist, 
maybe he would have won 
the French Open last year," 
said Federer. 

Third-seeded Federer won 
13 games in succession as 
the 16-time Grand Slam title- 
winner easily disposed of 
French wild card Maxime 


PARIS (AFP) - Top seed Caro¬ 
line Wozniacki and defending 
champion Francesca Schiavone 
ignored the fickle favours of the 
French Open crowd to reach the 
third round on Wednesday. 

Wozniacki felt the wrath of 
the Roland Garros fans after 
disputing a line call in her 6-3, 
7-6 (8/6) defeat of Aleksandra 
Wozniak, while Schiavone's 6- 
1, 6-2 win over Vesna Dolonts 
unfolded at a half-empty Court 
Phillipe Chatrier. 

Wozniacki, bidding to win a 
first ever Grand Slam, meets 
28th seed Daniela Hantuchova 
in the last 32, with Schiavone - 
- the first ever Italian woman to 
win a major - set to face Chi¬ 
nese 29th seed Peng Shuai. 

Wozniacki, the 20-year-old 
world number one, took excep¬ 
tion to the decision and a stand¬ 
off with the umpire ensued, 
prompting jeers to ring out 
around the Court Philippe Cha¬ 
trier arena. 


Teixeira 6-3, 6-0, 6-2 in his 
second-round tie. 

The 2009 champion will 
next face Serbian 29th seed 
Janko Tipsarevic, who beat 
Spain's Pere Riba. 

The Swiss great overcame 
an early break before breez¬ 
ing through in just 84 min¬ 
utes, leaving Teixeira, 
playing in his first Grand 
Slam event, looking every 
inch the world 181. 

Next up is Tipsarevic, the 
colourful Serb who stretched 
Federer to five sets in the 
2008 Australian Open third 
round. 

Also going through to the 
last 32 were Spanish seventh 
seed David Ferrer, French 
ninth seed Gael Monfils, 
Mikhail Youzhny, the Russ¬ 
ian number 12 seed and 
French 13th seed Richard 
Gasquet. 


The delay appeared to unset¬ 
tle Canadian qualifier Wozniak, 
however, and when play re¬ 
sumed she conceded the next 
five points in succession to 
hand Wozniacki a place in 
round three. 

Russian third seed Vera 
Zvonareva came within a 
whisker of succumbing to the 
biggest upset of the tournament 
to date before eventually pre¬ 
vailing 4-6, 7-5, 7-5 against in- 
jury-stricken German qualifier 
Sabine Lisicki. 

Australian eighth seed 
Samatha Stosur, beaten by 
Schiavone in last year's final, 
crushed Romanian 19-year-old 
Simona Halep 6-0, 6-2 in her 
second-round match. 

There were also victories for 
Serbian former world number 
one Jelena Jankovic, France's 
Marion Bartoli and 2009 cham¬ 
pion Svetlana Kuznetsova of 
Russia, the 10th, 11th and 13th 
seeds respectively.

MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Real Madrid president Flo¬ 
rentine Perez said Wednesday 
that the Spanish club was ter¬ 
minating the position of di¬ 
rector general occupied by 
Jorge Valdano to give coach 
Jose Mourinho more auton¬ 
omy. 

"I want to stress how 
painful the departure of Jorge 
Valdano is to me.

Valdano has had a rocky 
relationship with Mourinho 
but Perez dismissed media re¬ 
ports that the Portuguese 
coach had demanded the for¬ 
mer Argentine international 
be dismissed as a condition 
for his staying on at the club. 

"Mourinho did not make 
any demands. He asked for 
more autonomy in line with 


how English clubs are organ¬ 
ised," Perez said. 

Valdano reportedly op¬ 
posed the appointment of 
Mourinho in May 2010 but 
was overruled by Perez, who 
believed the Portuguese 
coach had what it takes to end 
Barcelona's domination. 

He had a long record of 
criticising Mourinho's style of 
football in his newspaper 
columns and television, even 
long before the Portuguese 
manager took the reins at the 
Bernabeu. 

In 2008 Valdano wrote that 
"Mourinho has a flitting 
charisma that doesn't really 
know what it represents. 

In January Valdano an¬ 
gered Mourinho by appearing 
to question the coach's deci¬ 
sion to leave French striker 
Karim Benzema on the bench 
during Real's 1-1 draw at 
Almeria. 

When asked about Val- 
dano's comments, Mourinho 
shot back: "I pick the team 
and if I need any help then I 
have my coaching staff.” 

Sports daily El Mundo De- 
portivo reported earlier this 
month that Valdano, 55, 
wanted to leave Real because 
he found working with Mour¬ 
inho, 48, difficult and has 
been frustrated by his lack of 
access to the first team. 

Real would have to pay the 
Argentine 5.1 million euros in 
severence pay for the termi¬ 
nation of the remaining two 
years of his contract, it added.

VANCOUVER (AFP) - The 
Vancouver Canucks beat San 
Jose 3-2 in double overtime 
to reach the Stanley Cup fi¬ 
nals exactly 17 years to the 
day since their last trip to the 
National Hockey League 
championship. 

Kevin Bieksa scored 
10:18 into the second over¬ 
time to give the Canucks a 4- 
1 series win in the National 
Hockey League semi-finals 
series. 

"It is tough to describe in 
words. Unbelievable,” said 
Canucks Swedish forward 
Henrik Sedin. ”What a feel¬ 
ing.” 

Bieksa benefitted from a 
lucky bounce in the San Jose 
zone that confused the Sharks 
defence and gave the 
Canucks defenceman a wide 
open shot on goal from just 
inside the blueline. 

”1 think when the puck 
went in, the goalie was look¬ 
ing behind the net,” Bieksa 
said. ”It was an ugly goal, but 
one I will take.” 

The Canucks forced over¬ 
time in the final seconds of 
regulation when forward 
Ryan Kesler scored after the 
Vancouver coach pulled goal- 
tender Roberto Luongo, of 
Canada, for an extra attacker. 

Luongo finished with a 
whopping 53 saves. 

”1 saw puck bouncing but 
I didn't see it go it,” Luongo 
said. "I saw light go on. Un¬ 
believable.” 

American Kesler sent the 
game into overtime by de¬ 
fecting a Henrik Sedin shot 
past Sharks goalie Antti 
Niemi of Finland with 13 
seconds left in the third pe¬ 
riod. 

The Sharks argued to no 
avail that icing should have 
been called moments earlier 
and replays appeared to back 
up their claim. 


This marks the Canucks' 
first trip to the Stanley Cup 
finals since 1994 when they 
lost in seven games to the 
New York Rangers. 

That time they earned a 
spot in the finals when Greg 
Adams scored in double 
overtime of game five against 
Toronto. 

"Seventeen years ago 
today they (Canucks) won to 
beat the Leafs to go to the 
final so it was nice to do it 
today,” Luongo said. 

The Canucks will carry 
the hopes of the entire 
hockey-mad nation of 
Canada. The last Canadian 
team to win the NHL cham¬ 
pionship was the Montreal 
Canadiens in 1993. 

Vancouver is seeking its 
first Stanley Cup title in its 40 
year history. They will play 
the winner of the other semi¬ 
final between the Boston 
Bruins and the Tampa Bay 
Lightning.

Miami shines in OT to put 
Bulls on the brink 



MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - 
Miami are one win away 
from their second trip to the 
NBA finals in five years as 
LeBron James led the way 
with 35 points and the Heat 
topped Chicago 101-93 in 
overtime for a 3-1 series lead. 

Chris Bosh added 22 
points Tuesday and Miami 
put the Bulls on the brink of 
elimination in their best-of- 
seven Eastern Conference 
final series. 

"It is a great team win and 
great defence by us, M James 


said. "Even though it took an 
extra five minutes we still 
held serve.” 

Dwyane Wade scored six 
of his 14 points in the final 
couple of minutes for the 
Heat who have won three 
straight games. 

The series now switches to 
Chicago for game five tonight. 

”It always stings. It always 
stings to lose,” said Bulls 
Joakim Noah. ’’This was a 
tough fight tonight and this is 
a tough loss right now. 

”We know we are a tough 


team at home and nobody 
here wants this to end. We 
will be ready to fight.” 

The Bulls were led by 
Derrick Rose with 23 points. 
Luol Deng and Carlos 
Boozer each scored 20 points 
for Chicago, who lost three 
consecutive games for the 
first time this season. 

The win extends Miami's 
home win streak in the post¬ 
season to eight games. They 
have also won a franchise 
record nine post-season 
games dating back to last sea¬ 
son. 


LONDON (AFP) - The race 
for control of world foot¬ 
ball's governing body was in 
uproar on Wednesday after 
FIFA presidential challenger 
Mohamed Bin Hammam 
was accused of corruption. 

A FIFA statement said 
Bin Hammam and three 
other officials including 
vice-president Jack Warner 
had been ordered to appear 
before an ethics committee 
on Sunday to respond to fresh 
allegations of graft. 

News of the charges — 
made by fellow executive 
committee member Chuck 
Blazer — came exactly one 
week before Bin Hammam 
was due to take on FIFA Pres¬ 
ident Sepp Blatter at elections 
in Zurich. 

Bin Hammam swiftly dis¬ 
missed the accusations as a po¬ 
litically motivated tactic by his 
election rival Blatter, who is 
bidding to secure a fourth term 
as the most powerful man in 
football at next week's vote. 

The FIFA charges relate to 
a recent meeting in Trinidad 
attended by Bin Hammam, 
CONCACAF President 
Warner and officials from the 
Caribbean Football Union 
(CFU), including Debbie 
Minguell and Jason 


Sylvester. 

All four have been ordered 
to appear before FIFA's ethics 
commitee on May 29, just 
three days before the presi¬ 
dential vote. 

Asian Football Confeder¬ 
ation chief Bin Hammam in¬ 
sisted, however, the 
allegations were without 
foundation. 

"Here I completely deny 
any allegations of wrongdo¬ 
ing either intentionally or un¬ 
knowingly while I was in the 
Caribbean,” he said. 

”... if there is even the 
slightest justice in the world, 
these allegations will vanish 
in the wind. 

"I am confident that there 
is no charge to answer and 
that I will be free to stand in 
the FIFA Presidential election 
on June 1 as originally 
planned.” 
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
